With the coming of the railroads to Decatury which made 


this the first railroad intersection outside of Chicago, it be- 
hooved the citizens of'Decatur to build more and better build- 
ings. Two of the principaKbuilders of. this period were Dr. J. 
T. B. Stapp and E. O. Smith. The former is remembered as 
Decatur's first big capitalist, in the sense that the term is ap- 
plied to;a man who engages in no profession but lives on the in- 
vestment of his money. 


For many years the name of Stapp was a familiar one 


here. "Stapp's. Chapel" wasjthe original name of the Grace 
Methodist church, now the Masonic Temple on East Eldorado- 
slreet, "Stapp's Row," fronting on town. He had »20,obo in cash, and 


he had lands in Fayette, Jasper and 
Marion counties. 
He had been a 


state official. He had a background. 
Decatur welcomed him, and immedi- 
ately respected him, and that respect 
lie never lost.

When he first, came. to town, Dr. 


Stapp v;aa frank in expressing his

The Old House Nuisance. 


The present city council should 


tighten the reins on the house mov- 
ing nuisance. 


It Is not holding; the owners ot old 


houses nearly as closely to' the law 
governing the moving of .shacks 
about-the city as did its predecessor. 


That law states specifically that'If 


an old housa is not worth as much 
as fifty per cent ot the cost of a 
new house of like character then, the 
house cannot be moved through the 
streets. 
' . 


The" law was made primarily, to 


protect locations from th« moving 
into them ot houses which had out- 
lived their usefulness where they 
were built. 


In nine cases out of ten the mov- 


ing ot an old house into a new 
neighborhood is looked upon as a 
positive damag* by other property 
owner* ther«. 


Wooden houses that have been 


built for a halt century-have earned 
their retirement. It Is unfair to new 
section* ot the city that'are being 
developed, to make it possible to 
move t'hese decrepit veterans of the 
Decatur fiftlea or sirtles or seven- 
ties Into them. 


There Is one old house in -Decatur 


that has been moved four time* and 
each time It has probably been look- 
ed upon as a curse by Its neighbors'. 


The sob etory that these old 


hr/usea are .bought by "poor" men 
and moved to cheap lots "by them is 
very seldom true. 


The houses are usually bought by 


well <S do real estate men or prop- 
erty owners, moved to lew priced 
lots,and rented/at rather stiff rates 
to "poor" men.
